than dry, It will 
tend to strength- 
en the pressure for 
a national referen-

ducted by special- 
ly created legal 
machinery. The drys who have not 
been altogether friendly to the refer- 
endum idea would criticize informal 
polls as not sufficiently comprehen- 
sive. In face, ,±here are already in- 
dications that the dry leaders are 
urging their cohorts in some states 
pot to vote. 


The general expectation, here 
is 


that the Literary Digest poll 
will 


reveal a widespread dissatisfaction 
with conditions as they exist and 
that the wet sentiment will be divi- 
ded between those who favor repeal 
and those who would be satisfied 
with modification along the linos 
with light wines and beer. 


One of the many questions that 


will be asked is how the 
returns 


from the rural 
districts 
compare 


with those of the cities. The back- 
bone of dry support is in the coun- 
try section so that an analysis of the 
ballots from 
farm areas will be 


sought. Heretofore the referendum 
idea has been confined to particular 
states and with only a few excep- 
tions the wet states have. generally 
voted wet while the dry states have 
also followed tradition. 


The important thing which will 


be looked for in the Literary Digest 
poll is whether any of the dry states 
are changing to the wet side and 
whether in the dry states an ac- 
curate reflection of rural sentiment 
has been attained. 


Generally speaking the accuracy of 


Literary Digest polls in presidential 
elections has created a confidence in 
the fairness with which the ballot- 
ing is conducted, tut three is no way 
of telling how responsive are 
the 


rural districts until all the statistics 
are available when the Literary Di 
gest publishes the total number of 
ballots .sent fo each state and 
the 


percentage' o'f replies. 


It is a foregone conclusion that the 


Literaii' Digest poll will be taken 
more seriously by official Washing- 
ton than any straw vote or referen- 
dum since the Volstead act 
was 


adopted. • 


Naturally the hearings before 
the 


house committee of the Judiciary is 
focusing attention 
on 
prohibition 


and its merits entirely apart from 
the work of 'Wickersham commission 
13 supposed to be doing on the ques- 
tion of administration. 


"When all the ballots have 
been 


counted the wets may be encouraged 
to attempt to revision 
of existing 


laws or at least to press further the 
referendum idea. 
This would hap- 


pen even if they did not win in the 
Tjiterary Digest poll. The drys, on 
the other hand, are on the defensive 
.lust now because the wets are in the 
middle of an organization campaign 
which is already stirring up more 
adverse sentiment than 
the 
drys 


have experienced in a decade. 


The Literary Digest poll will have 


.1 significant bearing on the debate 
in congress and is likely to lead to 
further efforts to poll public senti- 
ment. One of the reasons why a. spe- 
cial referendum on prohibition is be- 
ing urged in bills now pending is 
because in apresidential or congres- 
sional election so many extraneous 
conditions of personalities are inject- 
or! into the campaigns that no clear 
out or decisive test on tho merits of 
the wet and dry issue can usually be 
obtained.

$100,000 said Fall's order that all oil 
contracts must be negotiated by the 
navy was made in November, 1921. • 


Cross-examined by Frank Hogan, 


Doheny's chief counsel, lie said he 
had informed Fall immediately of the 
revocation in December and added 
that 
Secretary Denby of the navy 


had written him recjuesting that the 
interior department rather than the 
navy handle the oil contracts. 


Other testimony given by Finney 


related to the details leading up to 
the Elk Hills naval oil reserve to a 
Doheny company. He testified yester- 
day that while it was customary for 
subordinates in the interior depart- 
ment to handle oil 
contracts that 


Fall personally handled the Elk Hills 
and the Teapot Dome leases.

Washington—C/P)—Long lines of men and women in internal revenue 


collection offices, millions of citizens keeping their annual appoint- 
ment with Uncle Sam, and treasury officials anxiously scanning in- 
come tax returns for some indication of their effect upon the govern- 
ment's finances—these tell the story of Alarch 15. 


By midnight tonight returns for incomes of the calendar year 1929 


must be in the hands of the government's agents, or in the mail, to- 
gether with at least one quarter of the amount of tax to be paid. 


With the estimated margin between a surplus and a deficit for the 


present fiscal year precariously narrow, officials anxiously awaited a 
tabulation of the returns. 
Last year, the amount paid on March 13 


was a little more than six hundred million dollars, a .sum that must 
be equalled today if tho government's income is to equal its disburse- 
ments. 


However, the collapse of the stock market late in the year and the 


flat reduction of 1 per cent in the rate of taxation •uere regarded as 
the scources "of radically lessened returns although many 
officials 


held the optimistic view that the lessened payments caused by the 
market crash would not be so devastatingly low as had at first been 
feared. 


The pessimists, however, pointed to a report of returns filed dur- 


ing the first 12 days of this month. This showed receipts of S30.965,- 
330 as compared with $37.701,208 during the same period of last year. 
It is estimated that if the same ratio were carried 
through 
the 


March 15 receipts as a whole, they would fall $100,000,000 or more 
below those of last year. 


Officially, however, the treasury refused to make and calculations.

At this loca- 
tion the river is narrow, forcing 
steamers close to the banks and thus 
subjecting them to shore attacks at 
close range. 


In all, five American Yangtze Kap- 


ids company steamers were Involved 
in yesterday's attack. Two Chinese 
vessels also figured in it. 


The Chinese vessels were first to 


encounter the attacking group. The 
Chinese Nationalist

guard 


aboard the two ships answered the 
attack with machine gun fire, slay- 
ing numerous bandits.

: Whatever one's views on the eigh- 
teenth amendment may-'t>e Mr. iStagg 
as an authority on the efFects'of prohibi- 
tion upon university life and student 
drinking. Probably there is no better 
authority in the United States. He has 
been all his life in intimate contact 
with students and knows what is going 
on iir that world. Mr. Stagg makes the 
unqualified statement that there is less 
drinking among students, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and of other uni- 
versities as-well- than there-was before 
prohibition and that "drinking is not a 
problem at the University of Chicago." 
He says that only a "very small" per- 
centage of the students drink at all, 
adding ironically, "there always will 
be some men 
Avho are jackasses 


enough to take chances at ruining 
their health and future 
success by( 


drinking." Moreover, Mr. Stagg speaks 
for other universities, with,which lie is 
in close contact. 
'IfYnay be there are 


colleges where there is 
considerable 


•drinking, but if so it is an evidence in 
our opinion of weak and incompetent 
university administration. Either there 
,is lack of discipline or there is a lack 
of understanding and capacity in the 
direction of student life, Mr. Stagg's 
testimony ought to be accepted as 
proof that prohibition is not harmful 
to college life,' but on the contrary has 
improved it. 


However we look at the question in 


its broader aspects, this is a point 
scored by the drys and an important 
point. It, of course, has nothing to do 
with the 
fundamental 
question o£ 


whether the eighteenth amendment 
has a proper place in the constitution, 
which after all is the great issue in- 
volved. Coach Stagg made one other 
observation which we cannot refrain 
from re-stating because it is so evi- 
dently 
straightforward 
and correct. 


"As I sec it," he asserted, "the prohibi- 
tion law is not obscr\ ed, first, by the 
'idle rich'; second, by the 'ne'er do 
wells,' as 
Westbrook 
Pegler 
calls 


them; third, by the class who demand 
special privileges for themselves; and 
fourth, by the followtails—that is, the 
weak ones who just go along." 


These, then, are the persons who are 


making a mockery of the eighteenth 
amendment and who in the aggregate 
are so powerful as to dominate the 
government of the United States and 
prevent it for political reasons from 
making an honest effort to enforce the 
law. 
Much as we regret the writing o£ 


the eighteenth amendment into 
the 


constitution, we have to admit that 
these facts present a true picture of the 
underlying resistance to prohibition. 


. These elements ha\e succeeded in dis- 


crediting the law-and the whole cx- 


- periment, yet they are the least sub- 


• stantial classes in the country and the 


least entitled to consideration. Their 
attitude presents a problem collateral 


' to that of prohibition, both social and 


political in character. 
It raises the 


1 question just how much privilege we 


can incorporate into American life and 
make our 
institutions 
permanently 


successful, 'and it raises further 
the 


, question of the effects of this contami- 


" nation of our social life; 


Those who'c&mplain-'afootit the "aw- 


" fulness" of conditions under prohibi- 


tion arc generally those who engage in 


'• it and produce it. It is not as a rule 
\. th« seH-resgecting, law-abiding citi- 


zens who complain. The effects of pro- 
hibition are bad, admittedly so, but 
undoubtedly nowhere near so bad as 
the wets try to make out. If the gov- 
ernment at Washington were in a po- 
sition to honestly and courageously 
deal with these conditions, there would 
be less occasion to worry about them, 
but that is one of the weaknesses of 
prohibition that it would seem can 
never -be- eradicated.' The (government 
simply will not do its duty. It tolerates 
wholesale violations of the law, in- 
vites corruption on a huge scale and 
timidly supports a. fanatical warfare. 
The reason it does so is because its 
hands are tied politically. 
However, 


over and above this question is that of 
the principle involved in the 
eigh- 


teenth amendment. That we believe is 
wrong and it is, as a matter of fact, 
practically all that we are concerned 
with or that we believe anyone need 
be seriously concerned with in the 
whole controversy. Men who want to 
commit suicide with poisonous boot- 
leg liquor--are hardly worth 
dealing 


with. Neither are^ those who belong to 
the great bootleg,. ,rum-runner class. 
What happens to fnfcm is of small con- 
sequence ta anyone, and of no conse- 
quence to the "nation": 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE 
The state . department has recently 


made public-^ document prepared in 
1928, 
which-'explains the application of 


the Monroe doctrine. 
Although the 


author of this paper, an "under secre- 
tary of the state department, says in a 
prefactory note "that the views set 
forth are ".merely, personal expressions 
of the writer," the-publication of the 
document at this time clothes it with 
a certain amount of official authority. 
It is regarded as the equivalent of a 
formal declaration of policy. 


The "personal views" set forth in 


this lengthy paper should be reassur-. 
ing to any of our Latin-American 
neighbors who . have .feared, jthat the 
Monroe doctrine was primarily a justi- 
fication of United--States -interven-- 
tion in South America -whenever any 
little country down that way suffered 
internal troubles. 


"It is of first importance," says the 


memorandum, "to have in mind that 
Monroe's declaration, in its terms, re- 
lates solely to the relationships be- 
tween European states on the one side, 
and on the other side, the. American 
continents, the Western Hemisphere 
and the Latin-American governments 
which on Dec. 2, 1823, had declared 
and maintained their independence 
which he had acknowledged. The doc- 
trine states a case of the United States 
vs. Europe, not of the United States 
vs. Latin-America." 


Its purpose is to protect from Euro- 


pean aggression, not to justify Amer- 
ican aggression. However, there is a 
justification of American intervention 
now and then, in the 
official 
view, 


which is based on something else. It is 
"self-preservation." 
Perhaps Latin- 


Americans Avill fail to see the distinc- 
tion. Re-defining the Monroe doctrine 
does not change the situation. Marines 
arc still available in emergencies south 
of the Rio Grande.

MAINE'S STATEHOOD 


On March 15, 1820, Maine became a state. Up 


to that time it was a possession of Massachusetts 
and under its jurisdiction. 


The desire of Maine to separate 
from 
the 


mother state -was indicated as early as 1783 when 
the Democratic inhabitants 
of that temtory 


found it difficult to tolerate the rule of Federalist 
Massachusetts. During the War of 1S12 a ruc- 
tion seemed inevitable, for Maine, angered by 
the seizure of its land by the British, blamed 
the Bay State for failing to provide tor adequate 
defenses.

But it remained for the Federal government to 


make tho separation. Shortly after the admis- 
sion of Missouri, Congress was confronted with 
the problem of preserving the balance of power 
in the Union. It was found necessary, for that 
reason, to admit Maine. 


The only important .subject of legislation in 


the state- thus far has been that of prohibition. 
As early as 1S5S a. strict piohibitory law -was 
passed and later incorported into the Constitu- 
tion. It has remained in force ever since. Maine 
also is considered a "barometer" during national 
elections. The saying "As Maine goes, so goes 
the nation," indicates its importance politically.

BANK RATE DROPPED 
TO MEET QUOTATION 
IN OUTSIDE MARKET 


Two Have Been Out of Line 


and Adjustment W a s 
Necessary

Press 
New York—(CPA)—Reduction 
of 


the New York federal reserve bank 
rate from 4 per cent to 3i per cent 
•was a rathc-r belated recognition of 
the fact that the bank rate and the 
open market money rates had been 
out qf line and that a readjustment 
was necessary. 


The reduction has been a foregone 


conclusion ever since the Bank of 
England made its cut last •week and 
could easily have been made a week 
ago, as fundamentally conditions are 
just what they were then. Money 
is easy all the world over. 


The reduction follows a long ser- 


ies of revisions downward in open 
market discount rates which have 
been the real indices of the situation 
in the money market. 
Three suc- 


cessive reductions were made in the 
Lankers' acceptance market in as 
many days last week and another 
was made Thursday, with the result 
that the open market rate for short- 
er maturities got down to 31 per 
cent as compared with a 4 per cent 
bank rate. 


BANK CAUSED DROP 


That decline in the open market 


rate had been the result partly of 
operations of the federal reserve bank 
itself. The bank's whole policy this 
year has been the exact opposite of 
what it was a year ago. At that 
time it exerted all of its power in 
the money market to tighten up bank 
credit in order to keep it out of the 
stock market. This year it has work- 
ed to make credit easy with a view 
of encouraging the much desired 
business recovery. 


For at least three weeks the fed- 


eral reserve bank has been buying 
bankers' bills despite 
a 
seasonal 


slackening in the available volume, 
with the result that it actually com- 
peted with commercial banks and 
dealers "for those investments. Ob 
viously the- aim was to make credit 
easy, and-ttrat policy was effective in 
forcing down the open market rate 
in advance of the cut in the reserve 
bank rate. 


The -new bank rate is the lowest 


at which the federal reserve bank of 
New York has discounted since Au- 
gust, 1927. It is not a mere coin 
cidence but a natural corollary that 
open market money rates also are 
at the lowest level since 1927. 


SEVERAL CAUSES 


In addition to federal reserve pol 


icy, 
several fundamental causes of 


the ease in the money market are 
operative. One is the fact that busi- 
ness has slowed down. "While there 
lias been some improvement in in- 
dustrial activity within the last month 
or more, there is no question but 
that the volume of business is less 
than it was a year ago, and mater- 
ially less, with the result that less 
money is required to finance trade 
The liquidation in the stock market 


- of course has been a factor all along 
'but would not account for the in- 
creasing case in the money market, 
since stock exchange loans again are 
on the rise. 


The fact that commodity prices 


have been in a prolonged decline 
tends to make money easy because 
it is possible to buy a given quantity 
of almost any commodity that erne 
can make at a cheaper price and 
therefore with loss money than was 
the case a. year ago.

them to find employment, rates of 
interest necessarily go down. 


The only bad effect of the credit 


situation at present is the unliquid 
condition of member bank securi- 
ties loans. Loans by banks on se 
curitics are almost as large as they 
have been at any time.

ume was not reduced in the slightest 
degree by the stock market break 
last fall. It still is neajr the peak.

year-old colonial self. 


The other la the main building for 


William and Mary College, designed 
by the famous British architect, Slr 
Christopher AVren, 
who built 
St. 


Paul's Cathedral in London. 


The capltol was erected when the 


capital 
of colonial Virginia 
was 


transferred to Willlamsburg 
from 


Jamestown. 
It vanished after the 


Civil war; but during its heyday it 
was one of the great cradles of Am- 
erican liberty. 


HENRY FIRED PATRIOTS 


It was here that Patrick Henry 


kindled the flames of revolution by 
his fiery speeches against the stamp 
act in 1765. 


It was in this building, on May 15, 


1776, 
that the Virginia convention, 


under the 
guidance of Edmund 


Pendleton, Thomas Nelson and Pat- 
rick Henry, called on. congress to de- 
clare the colonies free and indepen- 
dent states. 


It was here, a month later, that 


the Declaration of Rights was adopt- 
ed; and 17 days later the capitol saw 
the first written constitution of an 
independent state to be drawn up in 
America. 
Fire destroyed the old building in 


1746, 
but it was rebuilt and stood un- 


til after the Civil war. Incidentally, 
the old capital had no chimneys, and 
will have none when rebuilt. These 
was no heating apparatus In it; on 
cold days each member of the colon- 
ial legislature would bring two hot 
bricks to a session, with him and use 
them to keep his feet warm. When 
all the bricks present got cold the 
session would adjourn. 


The original building of William 


and Mary college was built In 1697, 
before Williamsburg became the cap- 
ital city of the colony. During the 
Yorktown 
campaign 
Washington 


used it as a hospital for his wounded 
soldiers. Fire ravaged it, but its old 
walls were so thick and firmly built 
that it is still standing, and needs

tures to avoid any excessive accumulation of stocks during the current 
year. 


Enlarged output of new models since the first of the year has supplied 


dealers throughout the country with sufficient stocks for immediate needs. 
Current production is being largely governed by the volume- of retail 
sales. With the opening of the spring selling season retail distribution is 
expected to expand materially, with resulting higher outputs. 


Conditions in a good many other lines hinge upon the motor car trade. 


Steel and rubber are only two of these. Steel has pushed up its opera- 
tions from less than GO per cent to around SO per cent and it needs the 
stimulus of further automobile buying to bring its activities nearer to 
normal. 


In December the output of cars and trucks dropped to 125,500 units In 


the United States and Canada. This was the lowest of any December 
since 1921. 
January brought a prompt recovery to a total of 283,477 


units. However, this was well below the level of 422,538 cars and trucks 
produced in January, 1929. 


Official figures for February will not be available for some time, but 


preliminary estimates indicate a total _of approximately 320,000, a less 
than seasonal gain over January. Sharper increases late in March and in 
April are probable. The most favorable factor of the situation is the fact 
that producers are exercising care to keep outputs in line with consump- 
tion and to avoid overproduction.

CHANGE RAPIDLY, 


BABSON REMINDS 


Neither Independents Nor 


Chains Will Rule Field, He 
Predicts 


Babson Park, Fla.—Retailing to- 


day is in an amazing state of flux. 
Styles in distribution are changing 
as rapidly as styles in dress. We 
now have chain stores, super-chain 
stores, mall order houses with re- 
tail stores, retail stores •with mail 
order departmants, chain depart- 
ment stores with co-operative buy- 
ing associations, 
manuf acturer-dl- 


rector-to-consumer selling:, 
manu- 


facturers operating1 their own stores, 
wholesalers operating 
their own 


stores, self-service stores, stores on 
motor trucks, 
house-to-house-can- 


vassing, and many other variations. 
All these have sprung up In an at- 
tempt to combat the extreme com- 
petition wfilch has -existed for the 
past ten years. 


I do not believe that any single 


one of these new methods will ever 
completely dominate the field. They 
are all seeking/ the same end, name- 
ly, mass buying and mass selling In 
a frantic effort to reduce costs and 
increase profits. 
The requirements 


of the consumer are so varied, how- 
ever, that they can never be wholly 
served by any one type or retailing. 
We shall always have independents 
and we shall always have chains. 
The wholesaler will find his salva- 
tion through the control of" his own 
retail outlets. After all, the chain 
store is nothing more or less than a 
wholesaler operating a large number 
of branch retail stores. Even the 
chain store has its problems, how- 
ever. 
Competition between chains 


themselves is becoming even keener 
than competition btween chains and 
independents. 


Also, as the chains expand they 


reach out into poorer and poorer ter- 
ritory which will raise costs and re- 
duce profit margins. It is likewise 
more difficult for 
the chains 
to 


adapt their merchandise quickly to 
changing styles. 
Here the 
inde- 


pendent has a distinct advantage. 


The chains are gradually being 


forced to give more service, carry 
a greater variety of goods, to take 
telephone orders, and in some cases 
are making deliveries and extending 
credit. The "cash and carry Idea" 
is thus in danger of breaking down. 
At the same time the independent 
stores have been forced to increase 
their efficiency, to adopt more'mod- 
ern selling methods, and to cut down 
costs. Hence, the chain stores, as a 
group, still have some advantage 
over the well-managed independent, 
but they now do not have any- 
where nearly as great an advantage 
as they had five years ago. 


TOO MANY RETAIL STORES 
I have said that the force of ex- 


treme competition is responsible for 
all these new innovations 
in re- 


tailing. The facts are that we have 
at least one-third more retail stores 
than the country can support. The 
census of distribution clearly proves 
this. There is one retail store for 
every 72 persons in this country, 
and the average per capita volume 
of business for all stores is only 
$621. 
a year. How in the world any 


store can operate and pay salaries 
on such a small volume, I cannot 
see. 
As a matter of fact, at least 


one-third of them are operating at a 
loss. That represents a tremendous 
waste and 
bin-den upon retailers, 


wholesalers, manufacturers, and es- 
pecially upon the ultimate consumer 
who must pay for it in the form 
of increased prices. And still we go 
ahead establishing- new stores at the 
rate of about 15,000 a year. Small 
wonder it is that tho failure rate is 
so high.' 
Strangely enough 
also, 


there are more small independent 
stores being formed right now than 
there are chains. 


Wholesalers and manufacturers 


are responsible for much 
of this 


trouble. They should not encourage 
every Tom, Dick, and Harry to start 
in the retail business. It is not fair 
either to their own business, to the 
man who they set up in business, to 
the legitimately 
orsanized 
retail 


stores, or to the public. 
Manufac- 


turers and wholesalers are gradually 
corning to realize this fact. 
They 


see tlwe is no profit for themselves 
unless their retail outlets also can 
profit. 
Multiplicity of small orders 


which do not pay for the cost of 
getting is the principal reason for 
the decline of the wholesaler, 


TREND TOWARD LARGER 


UNITS 


While the recent trend toward 


consolidation in 
retailing was 
at 


first held as a Folution to the com- 
petition problem, it is not working 
out that way. 
When a new clinin 


oC department stores, or association 
of independents, is formed, the first 
thing it docs is to establish more 
branch stores.

ods for large scale merchandising at 
low cost is scllini; through automa- 
tic sales' machines. 
The possibili- 


ties of mass distribution of standard 
goods by this 
method nre great. 


Obviously, there arc limitations. One 
would never oxpc-ct to see millinery, 
drcFSCF. or other style goods sold in 
this mavmci. 


However, new and enlarged ma- 


chines now bping manufactured tal<e 
care of a wido x-aricty of nrticles 
formerly sold by person. 
Introduc- 


tion of "Robot"' devices -which talk, 
saying: "Thank you," "Please pay 
the cashier," etc. is a feature of 
many of the machines. Among the 
articles being dispensed in this man- 
ner 
are, cigarettes, 
stationery, 


stamps, books, handkerchifs, cosme- 
tics, bathing slippers, candy, raisins,

ed them in the past. The battle will 
not necessarily go to the big and 
strong, but rather to the nimble and 
alert.
